GETTYSBURG BATTLEFIELD, 


Pa. (AP)-Gov. William W. Scran- 
ton of Pennsylvania summoned 
Americans 
today 
to 
dedicate 


themselves to the task of "driving 
prejudice 
out 
of 
the 
human 


heart. 


The governor, considered among 


possibilities 
for the Republican 


presidential nomination next year, 
made the welcoming speech on 
this first day of the 100th anni- 
versary commemoration of the 
three-day Battle of Getysburg. 


The scene was the famous Eter- 


nal Light memorial on the battle- 
field, a structure topped by an 
ever-burning flame. 


He said the paradox of the Civil 


War is that both sides invoked the 
same principles. 


"The North held, he said,; "that 


freedom would be destroyed if 
weakened by sectionalism and re- 
bellion. The South-held that it 
would be equally destroyed if an 
American lost the right to desert 
a government in which he no long- 
er believed. 


For Americans, the governor 


said, "freedom is not only the best 
philosophical system, it is the best 
economic system as well. 


"But most important of all, we 


know that freedoms business is 
never .done, 


"In the days ahead, our nation 


will be sorely pressed to put to 
use the lessons it has learned at 
great expense. 


"There is the continuing task of 


molding a 
government 
strong 


enough to fulfill its purpose,, but 
not so strong and centralized that 
it violates its own reason for ex- 
istence. 


"There is the task of regulating 


our business system efficiently to 
guarantee its fruits to ail, but not 
so harshly that we destroy the 
very system that lays the golden

— President Kennedy 


arrived in Rome today to a 
sparse reception by Italian stan- 
dards and promptly went into a 
conference with Italian leaders in 
his drive to build stronger unity 
between the United States and 
Western Europe. 


Kennedy told an airport recep- 


tion of Italian leaders and Ameri- 
cans that he had come to seek 
ways for the United States and 
its allies to maintain their 15- 
year-old alliance. He was expect- 
ed to find the Italian 
officials 


receptive. Tuesday he will meet 
Pope Paul VI. 


Ori his drive from the airport 


the President rode past Rome's 
ancient splendor. 


A turnout of only tens of thou- 


sands of Romans was a contrast 
to the throngs who flocked to see 
the President in Germany

RFK Hits 
Segregation 
in Business

WASHINGTON' (AP) - 
Ally. 


Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy declared 


today that segregation of private- 
ly owned businesses that serve 
the public is "one of the most 
embittering forms of racial dis- 
crimination," and asked Congress 
to outlaw it. 


Testifying in behalf of a key 


provision of President Kennedy's 
civil rights package, the attorney 
general told the Senate Commerce 
Committee that such discrimina- 
tion is an insult and humiliation 
to millions of American citizens. 


Describing what he called "the 


immoral logic.of bigotry," Ken- 
nedy said in his prepared state- 
ment: 


"White people of whatever kind 


—even prostitutes,, narcotics push- 
ers, Communists or bank robbers 
—are welcome at establishments 
which will not admit certain of 
our federal judges, ambassadors 
and countless members of our 
armed forces."

On this day 100 years ago Gen. 


Robert 
E. 
Lee's 
Confederates 


drove the hosts of Gen. George 
Gordon Meade across rolling coun- 
trysicfe and through the streets of 
Gettysburg—only to find the fed- 
eral troops finally rallying on 
Cemetery Hill and Ridge., 


Three days later Lee, a beaten 


man nobly asserting, "It was all 
my fault," ordered a retreat—and 
the Civil War had reached its 
turning point. 


The highlight of today's com- 


memoration was a solemn after- 
noon ceremony at the Eternal 
Light peace memorial overlooking 
the scene of the first day's clash. 


Governors or other representa- 


tives of 27 of the 29 states whose 
men fought and fell here were on 
hand to lay wreaths at the monu- 
ment's base and otherwise pay 
tribute to the dead. Louisiana and 
Tennessee decided not to send a 
representation. 


Another event on today's pro- 


gram was the dedication by Post- 
master General J. Edward Day 
of a Gettysburg commemorative 
stamp. Half gray and half blue, 
the stamp shows a federal and 
a man from Dixie locked in bay- 
onet combat. 


Throughout the three-day ob- 


servance "Vignettes of History" 
will be given by amateur theatric- 
al groups clad in reproductions 
of the dress of a century ago.

a playlet each morning at Devil's 
Den or Sharpshooter's Roost., This 
was a place of violence and death 
which was won and lost many 
times by both sides during the 
carnage.

There was 
a happy but brief reunion.

Croxton and 
Faubus Spar 
for Governor 


By BILL SIMMONS 


LITTLE ROCK (A?)—With the 


next general election about 18 
months away, it seems a little 
early to be campaigning for gov- 
ernor. But, that's what seems to 
be; happening. 


Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus, no stran- 


ger to the state's top executive 
office, and Rep. Hardy Croxton 
of Benton county apparently are 
flirting with ideas of running Tor 
governor in 1964. 


Croxton,, who has never made a 


governor's race before, has not 
stated flatly that he will run this 
year., He har admitted!, however, 
that he is "thinking seriously 
about it," and said that if indica- 
tions point that way next year "1 
would not shirk what I feel is my 
public duty." 


Faubus, too, has not said lie will 


seek term No. 6. But he did have 
this to say: "I don't know. Hon- 
estly. But I won't shut the door, 
and neither will I open it." 


The governor 
made 
similar 


statements before running for-his 
fifth term,, which gave him tne 
longest tenure of any Arkansas 
governor. 


Croxton has been tenacious in 


his criticism of the Faubus ad- 
ministration. Faubus has been 
quick with rebutal. 


When a man isn't in office, but 


wants to be, he finds flaws in the 
officeholder's program 
and1 ex- 


plains how he could do a better 
job., Croxton seems to be doing 
this. 


It all started with Croxton's call- 


ing the 1963 Arkansas legislative 
session a "lousy" one and blam- 
ing Gov. Orval E. Faubus and his 
legislative right - hand man Rep. 
Paul Van Dalsem of Perry Coun- 
ty. 


When a man is in office, and 


wants to stay there, he tells the 
people what good things he has 
done for them, and what he is 
still doing. Faubus seems to be 
doing this. 


He lauded his administration 


last week at a North Little Rock 
civic club speech and at an elec- 
tric co - operative 
membership 


meeting at Perryville. 


The most recent outburst came 


Sunday at the dedication of the 
Thomas B. Fitzhugh steam gen- 
erating plant at Ozark.. 


Faubus told some 1,000 persons 


that political leadership cannot be 
neglected. He urged the co-opera- 
tive to build its proposed Augusta 
plant as soon as possible,, saying 
"I won't be here always." 


He cited Croxton as one of 


"these mouthpieces" who,, if they, 
become governor, will "yap when 
someone pulls their string. And 
they may not be on your side." 


Croxton blames Faubus for what 


he calls the failure of the recent 
legislative session to produce con- 
structive laws. 


"He did not put forth a con- 


structive program," Crojqton said. 


The representative also said a 


"power complex" has developed 
under Faubus, resulting in "a fear 
complex." He said county officials 
heel to the "Faubus Administra- 
tion because they know if they 
don't, then they won't get a new 
road, or some other facility' they 
need."

He was called by the Senate 


Commerce Committee as the first 
witness on legislation to force de- 
segregation of stores, restaurants, 
hotels, theaters and other private- 
ly-owned businesses serving the 
public. 


This is just one part of the 


seven-point bill submitted to Con- 
gress, but it was introduced sep- 
arately in the Senate in a strate- 
gic maneuver aimed at speeding 
action. 


The complete package, including 


the public accommodations provi- 
sions, has been sent to the Scnr.te 
Judiciary Committee headed by 
Sen. James O. Eastland. D-Miss., 
foe of civil rights measures. 


Administration leaders don't ex- 


pect any fast action by Eastland's 
committee. But they arc looking 
to the Commerce Committee, un- 
der the chairmanship of Sen. War- 
ren G., Magnuson, D-Wash., to 
move 
the 
public 
accommoda- 


tions bill along without delay. 


Magnuson said in a television 


interview Sunday that there may 
be some amendments, such as ex- 
empting smaller businesses, but 
predicted his committee would ap- 
prove the basic provision of the 
administration's public accommo- 
dations bill. 


Once this bill is brought before 


the Senate,, other parts of the 
president's program could be of- 
fered as amendments to it. Or an 
alternative course would be to 
wait for the House to act on the 
whole package and then take it 
up when it reaches the Senate. 
Assistant Senate leader Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota has said 
"We cannot expect to get through 
the Senate any bill stronger than 
that the House votes." 


Either way, a Southern

buster probably will have to be 
overcome to get the legislation 
passed.

K. Dishongh is expected to rule 
on the deaths Tuesday. Sheriff 
Frank Mackey said it appeared to 
be a triple murder and suicide. 


Mackey said Mrs. Anna Ash- 


craft, 28, apparently beat to death 
her children—Ronald, 11, Beverly, 
8, and Vickie, 5—and then killed 
herself. Dishongh said he would 
analyze granuals found in her 
stomach.

Vernon Wharton, 37, of near Vi- 


Ionia, was fatally burned when a 
tractor he was riding overturned, 
pinned him beneath it and caught 
fire.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Would a 


massive Negro demonstration in 
Washington this summer persuade 
Congress — if it showed signs of 
balking — to pass PresidenF Ken- 
nedy's civil rights program? 


Not in a hurry and not this 


year, if history is an example. 


Three times in the past 70 years 


demonstrators 
have 
come 
to 


Washington 
to press 
for their 


ideas. Coxey's Army, suffragettes, 
and the Bonus Army all tried it. 
Each time it took Congress years 
to do what the demonstrators 
wanted. 


Last Saturday Kennedy met with 


Negro and white civil rights lead 
ers. He warned them against un- 
due pressure on Congress. So did 
Atty. Gen. Robert" F. Kennedy. 


But the Rev. Martin Luther King 


Jr. and others said that if there 
is a filibuster by Southern Demo- 
crats against a civil rights bill 
Negroes will have a "non-violent 
demonstration in Washington." If 
so, many thousands may be in- 
volved. 


It took Congress about 40 years 


to come around to the idea pro- 
posed' in the 1894 depression by 
Jacob S. Coxey. a successful 
businessman of Massillon, Ohio. 


He wanted Congress to do some- 


thing about unemployment and 
suggested a big road-buiJding pro- 
gram to create jobs. He rallied 
about 2,000 jobless men 
from 


around the country and led this 
"Coxey's Army" into Washington. 


When he marched up to the 


Capitol on May 1, 1894, he was 
arrested 
for holding a meeting 


without a permit and damaging 
the grass. 


It wasn't until the next great 


depression—in the 1930s — that 
Congress got around to creating 
the kind of make-jobs program 
Coxey had plugged for. 


Next came the suffragettes. 
As early as the 17th century a 


few women in this country had 
called for equal treatment. But it 
wasn't until the 20th century that 
the Constitution gave them a na- 
tional guarantee of the right to 
vote. 


The real agitation by women for 


equal rights—and eventually the 
vote—got under way in the mid- 
dle of the 19th century. As early 
as 1866 they petitioned Congress 
for voting rights. States began to 
listen. 


By the time President Wilson 


moved into the White House in 
1913 
the suffragettes had gained 


strength, benefits and sympathy. 
They 
wanted 
a 
constitutional 


amendment to consummate a re- 
form which by then had long been 
under way in the states. 


In 1917 they picketed the White 


House to urge Wilson to get behind 
an amendment in Congress. They 
were arrested and jailed and some 
went on a hunger strike. 


Wilson pushed for them. And on 


June 4. 1919. Congress approved 
a constitutional amendment—the 
19th—which 
then went 
to the 


The first "fragrance gar-

Later, under Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, Con- 
gress voted the veterans a bonus.

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Pope Pledged 
to Work for 
Progress 


Paul VI: Diplomat and Pastor 
EDITOR'S NOTE — Trained in 


administration and given vital 
pastoral duties by Pope Pius XII, 
the new Pontiff has pledged him- 
self to follow the path of progress 
charted by Pope John XXIII., In 
this second of a series, AP Cor- 
respondent James M. Long, who 
has known Paul VI for years, re- 
ports on the Pontiff's work as a 
Vatican diplomat and pastor.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - 
Pope 


Paul VI has pledged himself to 
follow the path of progress pio- 
neered by Pope John XXIII. 


He embarks with administra- 


tive experience 
and important 


pastoral preparation given him by 
the more conservative Pope Pius 
XII. 


Pius became Pope after a ca- 


reer in the Vatican Secretariat of 
State. But -Pius had understood 
the value of the rich human con- 
tacts and deep personal satisfac- 
tions of the pastoral experience 
which he never had. 


Pius first gave Giovanni Battista 


Montini a broad' outlook on the 
world from ihe Vatican's Office of 
Secretary of State and then sent 
him to Milan as archbishop hi 
Italy's industrial Red Belt. 


It cost Pope Pius his right hand 


man in church administration. But 
t gave Archbishop Montini eight 
•ich years of pastoral experience 
hat rounded put his preparation 
o become Pope Paul VI. 
There were paradoxes in his ca- 


reer. One was that he declined the 
•cd hat of cardinal just 10 years 
jcforc he was elected Pope. 


But there was the underlying 


consistency of loyalty, in his de- 
voted service to Pope Pius,, and 
his dedicated support, of Pope 
John's program of progress. 


When he moved into the papal 


apartment of the Apostolic Palace 
after election last Friday it was 
almost like corning home. Pope 
Paul's office and home had been 
in the Vatican Secretariat of State 
since 1924, soon after his return 
from his first diplomatic assign- 
ment as secretary to the apostolic 
nuncio in Warsaw. He was 27. 


His rise was steady. 
In 1937 he became substitute 


secretary of state. Pope Pius XII 
promoted him in 1952 to pro-sec- 
retary of state, in which he was 
the Pope's right-hand man in 
church administration. 


In the consistory of 1953,, Pope 


Pius announced he 
1! Jvad\ 
asked 


Archbishop Montini to accept the 
red hat of cardinal. The Pope 
said Montini refused "from his 
high sense of duly," preferring to 
serve the Pope in his office in 
the Secretariat of Slate. 


It was a sacrifice of princehood 


rarely disclosed in the modern 
history of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Pius obviously was deep- 
ly moved. A year later, in 1954, 
the Pope' sleirli Monlini north 
to 


Milan, as archbishop of the most 
important diocese in Italy outside 
Rome. 
History may1 record il as' an n'ct 
of destiny. At the time Archbishop 
Montini wept and said sorrowfully 
"Today I have become an or- 
phan." 


It was a token of his love of 


Pope Pius, as for a father. 


Yet on Epiphany Day of Janu- 


ary 1955,1 when the new archbishop 
of Milan drove into his diocese, for 
for the first time a pastor, lie had 
dedicated himself to his new du- 
ties. 


He stepped from his car in sleet 


and rain. And before the Milanese 
who braved the bitter weather to 
greet him, he knell and kissed the 
ground of his native North Italy. 


He rose and faced1 them — the 


people of the bustling, prospering, 
industrial and Communist-leaning 
area. 


He had come to meet his chal- 


lenge there in the Red Belt. Mis 
first words were those oC prayer, 
of affection of hope. 


"Pray," he urged them. 


"Pray as I pray—that the vi- 


bration of machinery shall be- 
come as music, and the fumes of 
the smokestacks shall become as 
incense." 


Then,; with the intensity with 


which he always plunged into new 
endeavor, he went to work to 
make it so. 


He rounded up nearly 1,000 


priests from all over Italy. He 
sent them out to the industrial 
suburbs of the city to carry the 
message of the church Into the 
strongholds of communism. 


And he went out there himself. 


One of his-first visits was to Mi- 
lan's San Vittore jail to talk with 
the prisoners,, just as Pope John 
some years later visited Rome's 
Regina Coeli prison soon after his 
coronation. 


The Archbishop of Milan put on 


a miner's helmet and' went down 
into the pits. He went to the fac- 
tories. And he went out to face 
the Communists in their own Red 
fortress, the suburb of Sesto San 
Giovanni, called Italy's Little Stal- 
ingrad. 


He did not. stop at visiting the 


workers in their plants and at 
their assemble lines. He went, to 
their wives and their children in 
humble homes. 


He took along a notebook. He 


was accompanied by two pfiasls 
Hef asked1 quelstions ami made no 
promises. But a few days after" 
his visit, poor families found that 
a doctor showed1 up for their sick 
baby. Or a call came saying a 
job had been found for the unem- 
ployed husband. 


When he came back to Rome ho 


had eight years of the close per- 
sonal pastoral relations that a 
Pope would need in the new age 
of man.
